WOUNDED IN SHOULDER 



Thinks Engineers Have Most 
Interesting Role in 
War. 



Lieut. Evan B. Hugh-Jones, Sci. '13, 
who lias been serving In Flanders with 
the 96th Field Company, Royal En- 
gineers, has been awarded the Mili- 
tary Cross, given only for distinguish- 
ed conduct in the field. Lieut. Hugh- 
Jones makes casual mention of this 
fact in the course of a letter Just re- 
ceived by Dr. Frank D. Adams, Dean 
of the Faculty of Applied Science. It 
appears also that Lieut. Hugh-Jones 
was wounded on October 8 and Is now 
at his home in England recovering. 
He writes: 

"I got put into the 96th Field Com- 
pany, Royal Engineers, and after 
training in various places went to 
Franco on July 20th, and into tho 
trenches about ten days later, near a 

small town called , where our 

headquarters were — a very comfort- 
able little place, tew — apart from tho 
shells which came there sometimes, 
though not too often. I think the En- 
gineers have quite the most interest- 
ing and comfortable role In this war. 
I had parties at. work all day and 
night, but when you did eventually get 
back to your billet in tho evening or 
early morning, you always could get 
some hot food, a good bed and pyja- 
mas and a hot bath whenever you felt 
like it, the only disadvantage being the 
very long hours you had to work, but 
that was amply compensated by the 
other comforts. The part of tho Hue 
we looked after was not a very lively 
one and did not come in for any very 
serious attention from tho Germans 
all the time I was there, a total of 
two and a half months, as on the night 
of October 8, I got hit in the right 
shoulder by a rifle bullet, which has 
given me a very nice time here at 
home ever since. The wound has. not 
quite healed up yet. but will not be 
very long now, so 1 am very lucky in- 
deed to be here instead of in the mud 
and cold of Flandtirs. I am told they 
are having a very cold time, with sleet 
and rain. I was lucky enough to get 
the Military Cross. 

Was Champion Boxer. 

"I was very sorry to see the names 
of several McGill men in the casualty 
lists, and many whose names I have 
missed must have 'gone,' too, I wish 
one could see the end of It. A very 
pessimistic man told me the other day 
he thought the first seven years of the 
war would bo the worst.'' 

Lieut. Hugh-Jones will be reraem 
bered at McGill because of his ability 
as a boxer and English Rugby 
player. He defeated tho late Lieut. 
Cecil Crosley for the heavyweight box- 
ing championship of the University, 
and was also a member of the McGiP 
Intercollegiate boxing team. 

DEATH OF ( APT. MAVETÎ. 



Acute blood-poisoning caused the 
death In France on Monday last of 
Captain John LeRoy Mavety, Arts '09, 
Med. 'IL serving with No. 10 North 
Midlands Field Ambulance, B. E. F 
Captain Mavety was 28 years of age, 
and the only son eif Rev. J. E. Mavety, 
D.D., Ottawa, Wcsl. '09. After receiv- 
ing his Ontario medical license, he 
took charge of the Isolation Hospital 
at Ottawa for about nine months, after 
which ho followed post-graduate 
studies in New York. Returning to 
Canada, Capt. Mavety prae-tlscd for 
some time at Halleybury. Ont., with 
Dr. O. F. Jackson. Med. '01. and then 
went west. Last February he return- 
ed to Ottawa Buffering from blood- 
poisoning in the foot. 

Later In Uie same month. Captain 
Mavety was, however, sufficiently re- 
covered to leave for England with a 
party of other doctors, including H. 
W. Kerfoot, Med. 'Of,, and upon arrival 
joined the R.A.M.C. After training at. 
Limerick, Ireland, he wan attached to 
the North Midlands Field Ambulance, 
and served In Frame and Belgium. 

Recently Capt. Mavety was selected 
for special mention, the reason for the 
s:ime being that on one occasion, not 
long ago, he lay with his adjutant in 
the mud all of an entire night in the 
face of heavy German shell fire. Some 
2S0 Germans were taken prisoners in 
this engagement. 



CLASH WITH NATIONALS 



New Men Have Showed Form in 
Practices Held Up 
to Date. 



The McGill hockey squad are fast 
rounding into shape. Two practices 
have weeded out the men and given 
others a chance to show what was in 
them. Ou Wednesday last the men 
were striking a good pace, and a num- 
ber of good plays were pulled off. One 
feature of the afternoon's w orkout was 
tho improvement in the combination 
work and in the shooting. Goals were 
scored by carefully-judged passes and 
neatly placed shots.

right, Roouey. The showing of these 
men In practice gives guoel promise of 
a good showing in the fust game. 

Scott is an old hand in goals. He 
has starred for several city teams, ami 
last year played in the Montreal 
League. He will deal with the stray 
shots which the defence allow in sum- 
mary manner. McKe nzic was a strong 
member of last year's intermediate.-, 
and his work to date has shown him 
away above last year's form. His 
rushes usually get to the eipponcuts' 
goal, and on the defensive he gives a 
good account of hlmseir. Whltcombe 
is another one on whom McOill can 
rely. On Wednesday he carried the 
puck from cud to end, and worked in 
well with his team-mates. McCul- 
Iough, Andrews and liooney make a 
good forward trio. McCulIough is the 
find of the season. At. all the prac- 
tices so far he has starred. He bores 
In well at the net and has a wicked 
shot, is fast and plays combination. 
Rooney and Andrews are two — and the 
only two — remnants of last year's sen- 
iors. Both are going at a good clip 
and give good promise of more. On 
Wednesday's showing Parkins and 
Gibbs arc the best sub forwards. Par- 
kins is very aggresisve and keeps m 
the game all the time. Jacques, Dow- 
ell and Kelsh are also contenders for 
a position. The stick-handling of tho 
latter almost entitles him to a place, 
but he is slow and inclined to be lazy. 
This is also the case with Hibbard on 
the defence. Hibbard at times stars, 
hut his average play hardly guaran- 
tees him a permanent place on the 
team. Madden, who was out. a week 
ago to-day, was not out Wednesday. 
He Is almost sure eif a position on the 
defence when he gets in condition. 
Both times he has been out he. has 
shown himself a master of the game. 
In Rochester and Heartz, McGill has 
two extra goalkeepers. The former 
has been turning out regularly and has 
done consistent work in goal. Heartz 
comes from Mount Alilson. where he 
played with that team when they were 
champions of the Maritime League. 
He has been out only once, but at that 
practice he stopped «une awkward 
ones. 

Others out on Wednesday were Mr- 
Dermot. Loudon, Poe, Smith, Pitts aud 
Kelly. The latter has been doing good 
work as a forward in centre ice, and 
will likely get a chance in one of the 
games in the near future. 

Toulln. of first year medicine, has 
been doing some excellent coaching. 
Last year he was looking after the Ot- 
tawa College hockey team, and ho is 
going to help McGill out this year. 
During the afternoon's play he gave a 
lot of advice (and even morn is needed 
for same of the men) to the players. 
It was good advice, and the men will 
do well if they fake It In.

LIKED TO READ "DAILIES" 



Volunteered For Hospital Work 
Because of Refusal on Ac- 
count of Eyesight. 



Five months after he left Canada as 
a volunteer hospital worker, after fail- 
ing to pass the medical examination 
of the P. P. C.L.I, through poor eye- 
sight, John Kerry, Arts 11, Law '15, 
Is now head of a ward for wounded 
French soldiers at l'Hôpital du Paie 
at Cannes, France. He writes: 

"Just recently a big batch of Dailies 
arrived for me, and 1 have been enjoy- 
ing them so much that I would be. un- 
grateful if I did not write to express 
my appreciation. When I was on the 
Dally staff I enjoyed seeing the papor 
appreciated, and doubtless your sub- 
editors and reporters will be glad to 
hear that, in the opinion of yours 
truly, The Daily has made great 
strides. 

"Letters from our McGill men in 
France proved very interesting, 
though they made me wish that I was 
up further north with the rest of tho 
boys instead of down in this southern 
corner, the only English-speaking per- 
son in a big French hospital. There 
Is a statue of King Edward In one of 
tho parks here, and as I was sitting 
close by the other evening it struct; 
me that, at least, I was keeping in 
pretty good company, so that is some 
compensation. 

"It might interest members of tho 
medical faculty to hear of hospital 
work here. France does not seem to 
have the same supply of trained hos- 
pital workers as England, and is not, 
apparently, particular about who looks 
after tho wounded, but finds a place 
for all comers. This I gather from 
the. fact that I am now chief of the 
'sallo do pansements' (room where 
wounds aro dressed) at the Hôpital 
du Tare, with nearly a hundred more 
or less badly wounded to nttend to. 
As I only started to take an interest in 
medical work last August, you can seo 
that the French authorities have not 
such strict regulations as I he English. 

"Our doctor is a first-rate chap, but 
very busy. He does the first dressing 
after each operation, but ufter that 
turns the men over to me. Every few 
days he gets around to see all tho 
men, and I can always find him, of 
course, la caso of emergency, but ho 
doesn't like to be disturbed for trifles. 

"The men aro a first-rate crowd. I 
have developed a great admiration for 
the French private. Our boys at the 
front certainly have good allies. 

"This Is a first-rate location from 
tho point of view of climate and scen- 
ery; while the 'grub' dished Up at my 
hotel, which is i lose to the hospital, 
would satisfy even those chronic 
grumblers who in happier times (and 
probably even yet) Used to make Hie 
life, of the Union caterer a burden. 
There are other Canadians in this dis- 
trict, but unfortunately they aro sta- 
tioned on one side of Cannes, and I on 
the other. As the street car stops at 
S.30 p.m. and Saturdays and Sundays 
arc busy days like all the others, there 
Is not much chance to visit. 

"I hope this Is not too long a letter. 
Cut it up as much as you want, but It 
was a real pleasure, to use English 
again, Best wishes to The Dally."

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Hockey Prospects 



Monday next will see the opening of the hockey season so far 
as McGill is concerned, and in comparison with the state of affairs 
which existed at this time last year the outlook for a successful 
team is hopeful in the extreme. Material there is in plenty, and 
willing material at that, ready to do their best to- wrest victory 
for the Red and White from the opposing team. While there are 
several places in last year's team which must be filled owing to 
the withdrawal from college of members of the seven, it is said 
that the men now available for the team will be more than able to 
fill them. 

Everything with one or two exceptions appears to be in favor 
of this year's team. The exceptions are the need of capable coach- 
ing and the necessity of the men keeping in condition. Perhaps 
it is unnecessary to draw these two separate conclusions, for it is 
evident that a capable coach would insist upon the establishment 
and maintenance of rigid training rules, and should these be dis- 
regarded he would not for a moment tolerate the presence of the 
offenders on the ice. 

Without a coach who is competent to point out the failings of 
the players, to show where the style of the individual or the team 
as a whole may be improved, and generally to supervise instruc- 
tion of the team, the latter cannot put forth the best that is in 
them, for the simpitf reason that they do not know how best to 
do so. 

Feeling about college last season, in explanation of the poor 
showing which the team made in the City League, was that this 
was due, not to the dearth or ability of the material at hand, but 
rather to the fact that the men did not take the measures towards 
keeping in condition which they might have done and thus were 
unable to do full justice to their efforts in the games. It is a well- 
known fact, surprising as it may seem, that hockey is not taken 
half so seriously as is football by students who participate in these 
sports. Nor are they asked to do so, which seems more surprising 
still. Hockey, of all sports, requires powers of endurance which 
can only be gained by constant practice and steady training. The 
player who can plod steadily along throughout an entire game is 
much more effective than the one whose style it is to execute 
brilliant plays ct intervals and then fade. If we are to have a 
champion team this year, it depends upon the men themselves 
who should keep themselves in the best trim possible-

Montreal Winnipeg 
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Province of Quebec 

Leads the World in the 
Number and Capacity 
of her Waterfalls 

No country in the world has been so well endowed by nature 
with hydraulic power as Canada. And the Province of Quebec is 
particularly well favored in this respect. The following are some 
of the more important water-powers in the Province: 




WATER-POWERS NEAR THE CITY OF QUEBEC 

Within eight miles of Quebec City, we have the Montmorency and 
Indian Lorette Rivers on the North and the Etchemin and Chaudière on 

the South Shores. ' 

Montmorency Falls constitute, with the supplementary falls at the 
Natural Steps, recently developed on the Montmorency River, probably 
the city's principal source of energy, furnishing the city with light and 
providing power for the city and St. Anne de Beaupré car lines, as well as 
to large numbers of manufacturers. 

The falls at Indian Lorette, beautifully situated on the Quebec and 
Lake St. John Railway, eight miles from the city, are only partly utilized 

2.t pi'GSGIlt* 

On the South Shore, the Canadian Electric Light Co., at Chaudière, 
supply electric light to the town of Levis and surrounding municipalities, 
also motive power for the line of tramway known as the Levis County Ry. 

There is also an important undeveloped water-power on the Chaudière, 
just below the plant of the Canadian Electric Light Co., where a head of 
60 feet or thereabouts can be obtained. This power is on the line of the 
Quebec Bridge. 

The Etchemin River, at St. Romuald, supplies the hydraulic power 
used to run Mr. Gravel's mills, and farther up there are other equally 
important water-powers near the Intercolonial Railway Bridge. 

WATER-POWERS ALONG THE QUEBEC AND LAKE ST. JOHN RY. 

Seventeen miles from Quebec, this line crosses the Jacques-Cartier 
River close to the power-house of the Quebec-Jacques-Cartier Electric Co., 
utilizing there a 33-foot fall. The installation is for 2,400 h.p. The trans- 
mission line is 20 miles long. 

Only a short distance below the important hydro-electric plant of the 
Quebec-Jacques-Cartier Co., and about one mile from St. Catharines Sta- 
tion, 18 miles in a straight line from Quebec, are a series of falls a*nd 
rapids constituting a very large water-power, where nearly 4,000 h.p. 
under a 65-foot head can be developed. 

All water-powers on the Jacques-Cartier River would be largely in- 
creased in capacity by converting Great Lake Jacques-Cartier into a 
storage reservoir, which could be done at little expense. 

After crossing the Jacques-Cartier we reach Lake St. Joseph Station 
where are found water-powers on a good stream, the outlet of Lake St. 
Joseph, which lake is fed by the Riviere-aux-Pins. 

Then there is a water-power at Bourg-Louis Station, 30 miles, by rail, 
from Quebec, on the Portneuf River— the falls there are about 40 feet high. 

The next important stream crossed by the Quebec & Lake St. John Ry. 
is the St. Ann River, at St. Raymond, the power from which is used to run 
the large, newly-built paper mills of St. Raymond Paper Co. 

Only a few miles from the village of St. Raymond and 'close to the 
New Gosford Branch of the Q. & L. St. J. Ry., on the North Branch of 
the St. Ann, there are falls 45 feet high, the property of Mr. Geo. Dion, 
of Quebec, who owns the land on both sides of the river. They could be 
easily developed with a head of 50 to 55 feet. 

Some 8 miles above St. Raymond, at the mouth of the Talayarde, on 
the St. Anne River, where the Gosford Branch crosses it, is another good 
water-power with two fair mill sites in that vicinity; one on the N.-E. 
branch of the St. Ann, close to the western boundary of Stonham, and the 
other on the Tourilli River. 

The Q. & L. St. J. Ry. crosses the Batiscan River, one mile or so above 
Beaudet Station, and at Stadacona Station, 93 miles from Quebec, the line 
runs within 4 miles west of a water-power (700 h.p.) known as "Rickaby's 
Rapids," on the Little Batiscan River. Hydraulic powers arc also to be 
found on the outlet of Batiscan Lake, not far from the railway. 

ALONG THE LA TUQUE BRANCH 

. Along the La Tuque Branch of the Q. & L. St. J. Ry. crossing from 
the Batiscan to the St. Maurice, there are some fair water-powers on the 
Jeannotte River, principally one near the outlet of Lac au Lard; then, 
going down the St. Maurice slope, on the Little Bostonnais River, are 
four falls giving a total head of at least 200 feet. 



The railroad branch which we are now following takes us to La Tuque 
on the St. Maurice, where one of the largest water-powers in this province 
is located, 86 miles in a direct line from the city of Quebec. 

WATER-POWERS ON THE CANADIAN-NORTHERN- 
QUEBEC RAILWAY 

Let us see now what can be found, in the way of water-power, along 
this line, starting from Riviere-a-Pierre Junction, and going west. 

This line goes through one of the richest water-power regions of the 
Province, that section of the St. Maurice, from Grandes Piles to the 
Forges, where occur a succession of falls: Grandes Piles, Petites Piles, 
Grand'Mere (66,000 h.p.), Les Hêtres (7,000 h.p.), Shawinigan (100,000 
h.p.), Les Gres and La Gabelle. Grand'Mere and Shawinigan Falls are 
already large and active industrial towns, depending entirely for their 
power upon the magnificent cascades there. On the Shawinigan River, 
at Shawinigan Falls, there is also quite an important water-power used for 
the electric lighting of the town. 

After crossing the St. Maurice, we have at St. Paulin, on Riviere-du- 
Loup, about 90 miles in a straight line from Quebec, a series of valuable 
water falls. The principal one is "Chute a Magnan" or "Grande Chute," 
120 feet high, hardly half a mile from the south side of the railway. 

About 8 miles further west, the line crosses the Maskinonge River, 
near Crete de Coq Station, at the very head of a fall 235 feet high. 

ALONG THE CP.R. 

(North Shore of the St. Lawrence.) 
On the C. P. R. line we have water-powers: at Pont- Rouge, on tho 
Jacques-Cartier River; at Portneuf, on the same river; and at St. Anne- 
de-La Perade, on the St. Ann river, about a mile and a half from the rail- 
way. West of this, as far as Montreal, the country is comparatively flat. 

ALONG THE INTERCOLONIAL, GRAND TRUNK, 
QUEBEC CENTRAL & TRANSCONTINENTAL RAILWAYS 

(South Shore of the St. Lawrence.) 

A water-power could be utilized near the line of the Grand Trunk Ry. 
at Lyster, on the Becancour River, as well as the "Red Falls" a few miles 
above the railway, where good power could be developed. At Arthabaska 
also, on the S.-W. Branch of the Nicolet River is another water-power and 
two on the St. Francis River— at Windsor Mills and Brompton Falls. 

Along the Quebec Central Railway, good hydraulic powers are found 
at St. Anselme, on the Etchemin; at Big Pozer Rapid on the Chaudière, 
not far from Scott's Junction; at D'Israeli, on the outlet of Lake St. 
Francis. 

In the vicinity of the Intercolonial Railway, east of Quebec, are water- 
powers on the Rivicre-du-Sud, at St. Raphael and at Montmagny ; on the 
Bras St. Nicholas, at St. Cyrille on the Riviere-Trois-Saumons ; at St. 
Aubert, on the River Ouelle, at St. Pacome and somewhere near the line 
between the first and second ranges of the township of Ixworth ; on the 
Kamouraska River, at St. Pascal. 

REGION TO THE NORTH-EAST OF THE CITY OF QUEBEC. 

The "Seven Falls" on the St. Ann River (Beaupré) probably constitute 
the largest water-power there is in the immediate vicinity of Quebec, being 
only some 25 miles therefrom, in a straight line. 

The next important water-power in the direction we are now following 
is at St. Urbain, on the Riviere-du-Gouflfrc, 60 miles from Quebec. On 
the "Malbaie" or Murray River, some eight miles from the St. Lawrence, 
there is a water-fall of about 30 feet high. 

In addition to the powers already enumerated, we might mention that 
the Montreal Light, Heat and Power Co., supplying light and power to the 
City of Montreal and probably one of the largest Hydro-Electric Plants in 
the world, obtains its power from the Lachine and Cedars Rapids in the 
St. Lawrence River, from the Richelieu River at Chambly, and also 
contracts for power with the Shawinigan Water and Power Co. 

The Quebec Government have a number of valuable undeveloped 
water-powers which they are prepared to let on reasonable terms, full
